PUBLIC SPEAKS: Ruby Brogdon re: Someone keeps taking boards off boarded up house next door to her; Ida Ross
Freeman re: Relaying that she would like to be a part of making changes in the City and hopeful that with the new Mayor
these changes will come. Also advised of her remiss that the public was not permitted to be a part of the meeting Council had
on Saturday; Patricia Kirk re: Reminding Council to pass the Tree Ordinance that the Law Department has been working on
for over 2 years.

MISCELLANEOUS BUSINESS: Don Casar re: Announced that the purpose of the meeting on Saturday was for Council to
Brainstorm but it was not Council’s intent to shut the public out and the public is always welcome to come to the regular
Council meetings to speak. Also announced the creation of the new Land Bank Committee, which will be chaired by Greg
Hawk and two other members are Joe Carbenia and Pat Barton; Thomas West re: Wanted to thank Leader Casar and
President Schulman for the opportunity for the meeting on Saturday, saying “it's not too often that Council can get together to
brainstorm.” Also asking if the Law Department knows when the Tree Ordinance will be coming down. Lastly, discussing the
Grant Writer position that will help bring money into the City; Chris Smith re: Thanking Ms. Brogdon for coming down to
Council and requesting that she call Chris the next time something like this happens because she, along with the
Administration will do everything they can to ensure Ms. Brogdon’s safety; Bill Smuckler re: Asking that the rules be
suspended to allow Chief of Police McKimm to join Council in a discussion about Pastime Inn. Thereafter Member Smuckler
asked the Chief how he planned to deal with the situation at the Pastime Inn; Chief McKimm re: Advising that he intends to
send officers there when extras are available to do some impromptu walk-thrus and have officers at the establishment at
closing with possible; Mary Cirelli re: Agreeing with Member Kraus’ idea on Saturday that if the City starts enforces the “little
laws” i.e., loud noises, etc. that these people causing the problems may eventually go away; Thomas West re: Thinks the City
should revisit his proposal for a violent crime registry; Joe Carbenia re: Thought that the Mayor bringing the State Safety
officials to meet last month would be helpful for situations like this; Mayor Healy re: Saying that bringing the State’s Director of
Public Safety to Canton gave the City’s Safety Department a few great ideas and also ensured a lot of contacts for future
problems.
